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No practical on is of more con- 
jer than the determina- 
tion of sex, There are those who claim 
that the tem > has been solved, that 
Gex. can ¢ontrolled. Many hundred 
hypotheses have been formulated, Most 
of these have seemed to work, for a 
time at least. The reason that most 
any hypothesis will hold for a 
time is that in the wide field of na- 
ture the sexes are about equal in num- 
bers. But when a certain locality is 
observed for a few years one or the 
other sex prevails in numbers, That is 
to say, # single breeder is, according to 
the laws of chance, liable to have a 
greater number of males than females, 
while nearby another is, according to 
the same law of chance, liable to bay 
more females than males, 1t is this in- 
equality or the sexes that can be seen 
on different farms which has caused so 
py to believe that sex has been ac- 
tually controlled, As a matter of fact 
I do not believe that sex control is at 
all in the power of the breeder. 


My reason for making the statement 
is that sex does not originate because 
of any response of the fertilized ovum 
to external stimuli, This statement and 
all in this article refers to the mamma- 
lian forms of life. I have in mind in 
this discussion the horse and cattle 
breeder only, If then sex is not deter- 
mined by external influences, what does 
determine it? There is but one answer; 
im the sperm cells which unite to form 
the fertilized ovum, or zygote, there 
must inhere a sex determining factor. 

Only a moment’s consideration will 
make the statement plain. It is one 
of the fundamental biological facts that 
wrapped up in the two germ cells of 
the zygote are all the hereditary char- 
acteristics of the adult life, For an il- 
lustration of this we will take the sper- 
matozoon and ovum of a trotting stal- 
lion and mare, In these two minute or- 
ganisms are all the factors of a success- 
ful trotter, except the training. There 
is first the factor which decides that 
the new life will be a horse, next that 
it will be of the trotting type rather 
than that of the thoroughbred, saddle 
or draft type. Then, too, there is the 
factor to which the peculiar family of 
the parents belonged, so that the foal 
will exhibit characteristies of this fa- 
mily only. Nor is this all. Wrapped up 
in those minute organisms which have 
united to make a new horse are the de- 
terminers for color, endurance, style, 
detion and speed. In like manner the 
zygote carries the determiner of sex. 
This makes sex purely hereditary and 
overthrows every hypothesis of sex de- 
termination, 

Since then sex comes automatically 
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Nt itary ¢! 
‘hese chronosomes are little r 
bundles, small as compared to the 
themselves, but large as compared to 
molecules and atoms, The number of 
these little bundles is uniform for all 
the somatic or body cells of any class 
of animals, The ovum of the female 
contains half as many chromosomes as 
the body cells contain. It has been 
found that the spermatoza of many 
forms are, of two kinds so far as the 
number of chromosomes are concerned, 
One-half of them contain as many as 
does the ovum, The other half contain 
one less than the ovum. When an ovum 
and a spermatozoon with the same num- 
ber of chronosomes unite the resulting 
zygote developes into a female, On the 
other hand if a spermatozoon with one 
less chromosome than the ovum finds 
it and fuses with it, the new life result- 
ing is a male. As the ova are all of 
one kind, the spermatoza of two kinds, 
the sex determiner is in the latter, As 
the sperm cells are one-half female de 
termining and one half male determin 
ing, there is, by the laws of chance, an 
equal chance for the production of a 
female or a male. but the produce of 
any one dam to the same sire or dif- 
ferent sizes may all be of one sex. Any 
breeder may through a series of years 
have first a preponderance of the male 
sex and then of the female sex in his 
stud, It is even possible that a par- 
ticular stud will for a number of years 
be noted ror th eproduction of a major 
ity of one sex. But the result over a 
large territory will be a very close ap 
proximation to an equal number of the 
sexes, 

I am not unmindful of the fact that 
once in a great while a sire produces a 
very large per cent of one sex only. 
This may be explained on the assump 
tion that the spermatozoa of such an

Wrong pronunciation or intonation es- 
capes his practiced eur, and correc- 
tion is frequent.

Our 
young hopeful, says the National Re 
view, in due time Is introduced to the
